Until the late Conven- 
tion was signed France had repeatedly. failed 
to induce th nines authorities to discuss the 
frontier quegtion between Indo-China and Chi- 
nese territory. At the date when the excellent 
nap of M, Pavie Was compiled only a very small 
portion of. the frontier from Monckai north- 
wards had been delimitated and accepted by both 
powers. And though there was no mention in 
yesterday's telegram of the ertire settlement of 
the frontier qnestion between France and China 
a very important | and. interesting part of the 
difficulty appears! to have already been defi- 
nitely arranged. | Laichau, on the Black - river, . 
is a little further sonth than the frontier 
line laid dcwn in|the Pavie map. But what 
little hus been lost here by the downward 
sweep of the boundary line has been a hundred 
fold made good by the accession of territory 
in the region of the Upper Mekong. Leaving 
Laichau the ovals line runs abruptly north, 


enclosing the: valleys add sources of the Nam 
Na, and passing north of the head waters of the 
Nam Qo, or Hon, follows the mountainous 
sources of the Nam Ban and Nam Toch in a 
series of erratic curves, and finally impinges on 
the Mekong a little north of Mnang Vang.
